A dozen a rr e s ts were made of whites 
and negroes charged with c a rrying con­ 
cealed w eap ons and there were several 
sp oratic fights between white men and 
negroes hut no mob attack s w ere r e ­ 
po rted. 
oiate, city a nd county officials c on­ 
tinued to coop erate in tho sup p r ession 
of ciolence. 
Governor Lowd« *n this m orning call­ 
ed attention to the fact tha t the city 
was not und e r martial law and t ha t no 
such action is contemp lated unless c on­ 
ditions grow materially worse.

Governor Lowden ordered troop s out 
last night on request of Mayor T hom p 
son after d a rk ne s s had brought renew 
ed rioting and the cit,\'s 3,000 poliee 
men were ex hausted. 
The First. Sec­ 
ond and Third reserve militia a nd the 
Tenth a nd 
Eleventh Illinois infantry 
were sent on duty by A djuta nt General 
Dick son, while the Ninth regim ent r e ­ 
mained in reserve at the stock yards 
and the F our t h reserves on the west

Tro o ps Eight W ay In 
Fighting k ept up after the tr oop s’ a r ­ 
rival shortly before midnight, and one 
squad had to fight negroes to re ad) 
their station at 41st street and W a b a s h 
avenue, while other soldiers were lire I 
on from a m b us h.

The most serious riot of the night oc­

It was only a fter p atrol­ 
men had chop p ed into some buildings 
and .«* ized a dozen snip ers with their 
rifles and 500 cartridges t ha t fighting 
ceased.
